ORDER 

Nrw Delhi, the Hth September 1975 

S.O. 483(E)/18AA/IDRA/75. —Whereas the Central Government is satisfied, from the 
documentary and other evidence in its possession, that the persons in charge of the indus¬ 
trial undertaking known as Messrs. Sen and Pandit Industries Limited, Calcutta, have, 
by creation of incumbrances on the assets of the industrial undertaking and by diversion 
of funds, brought about a situation which is likely to affect the production of articles 
manufactured or produced in the industrial undertaking, and that immediate action is 
necessary to prevent such a situation; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by clause (a) of sub-section (1) 
of section 18AA of the Industries (Development and Regulation) Act, 1951 (65 of 1951), 
the Central Government hereby authorises the Industrial Reconstruction Corporation of 
India Limited (hereinafter referred to as “the authorised person”) to take over the 
management of the whole of the said industrial undertaking subject to the following 
terms and conditions, namely :— 

(i) The authorised person shall comply with all the directions issued from time to 

time by the Central Government. 

(ii) The authorised person shall hold office for a period of five years from the date 

_ _of publication of this Order in the Official Gazette. 

(iii) The Central Government may terminate the appointment of the authorised 
person earlier, if it considers necessary to do so. 

2. This Order shall have effect for a period of five years commencing from the date 
of its publication in the Official Gazette.
